Rome, September 16. ; 

HE Pope has held feveral Congregations 

upon the prefent Stare of Affairs, which 

give him no litthé Uneafinefs ; and on 

the 11th he gave a long Audience to 

Cardinal Fourbin, and propos’d fome 
Expedients for the Tranquility of Italy : which the 
Cardinal rejected, as not being advantageous enough 
tothe Crowns of France and Spain. On the 12th 
an Exprefs came to Cardinal Fourbin with Letters 
from the King of France to the Count de Tholoufe 
at Meflina, which he difparch’d to him immediate- 
ly by another Courier, and "tis faid that they have 
brought Orders to the Count to fail with his Squa- 
dron to Final with all Expedition. Another Cou- 
tier is gone through this Place with Orders to the 
Viceroy of Naples to fend away the French Troops 
that are there to join the Army at Luzara. The 
Duke of Parma has fent Advice to the Pope of the 
Surrender of Guaftalla, and at the fame time has 
defired to know what Anfwer he fhall give the Impe- 
rialifts, who have demanded Winter Quarters in his 
Country, which isa Fief of the Church, His Ho- 
linefs has not fent him his Ipftructions yer about 
that Affair. 

From the Amfterdam Courant, Dated Octob. 7. 

Rome, Sept. 16. The Viceroy of Naples has re- 
mitted Bills of Exchange to the King of Spain, to 
the Value of 200000 Ducats, as part of the Free 
Gift that is to be rais’d by that Kingdom. The 
Duke of Tufcany makes great Preparations of. War, 
and is levying a confiderable number of Men ; fome 
will have it that he has received Money from France 
for that purpofe. 

From the Leiden Gazette, Dated Octob. 5. 
The Fournal of the Imperialifts encamp’d near Luzara, 
fiom the 11th to the 18th of September. 

On the rth nothing pafs'd betwixt the two Ar- 
mys, only we faw the Garrifon of Guaftalla march- 
ing over the Enemys Bridge at Luzara with Drums 
beating and Colours flying ; Count Solari has not 
yet given us advice of the Capitulation that he ob- 
tain'd for that Place. On the 12th we madea gteat 
Forrage, in which fome Huffars and Danifh Dra- 
goons that ftraggled a little too far, were oblig’d to 
quit their Horfes to the Enemy, the better to efcape 
themfelves. The fame day aParty of Huffars of the 


Regiment of Paul Diack, who were fent to fcour 


the Country on the other fide of the Po and the 
Mincio, met with 2 of the Enemys Partys, one near 
Marcaria, and the other near Goito, and charg’d 
them fo vigoroufly, that of the firft they cut off 11, 
and of the other 30 men, and brought in one Prifo- 
ner and 28 Head of Cartel. At length we have re- 
ceived from Count Solari the Articles of Capitula- 
tion for Guaftalla ; the chief of which is that He and 
his Garrifon fhould be conducted to Trent, and not 
ferve againft the 2 Crowns till April next. On the 
13th our Left Wing forrag’d without any Lofs. On 
the 14th Major St. Amour went out with a Party 
of Horfe. Onthe 15th our Right Wing forrag’d 
under the ufual Guard of 200 Horfe, without meet- 
ing any of the Enemy. The fame day the Enemy, 
to the number of 1000 Foot and as many Horle, 


came out of their Trenches, and carried off 12 of 
our Horfes, and fome Sentinels : But General Vau- 
bonne being detach’d with fome Troops to charge 
them, they retired in great hafte. A Corporal with 
fome Huflars of Ebergeni kill’d 5 Spanith Troopers 
in fight of the Enemy, and brought away their 
Horfes. , Another Patty of Collonel Paul Diack’s 
Huffars defeated 20 of the Enemy near Marcaria, 
taking a French Captain and a Spanith Lieutenant 
Prifoners. Onthe 16th our Right Wing foraged un- 
der the Conduct of Lieutenant Collonel Gelehorn, 
and at 8 in the Morning we had advice that fome 
of the Enemys Troops were moving towards the 
River Bota ; upon which Prince Eugene command- 
ed Collonel Kriekboom to throw himfelf into Mi- 
randola with 200 Horfe and the Troops of Wolfen- 
buttel that lay at San Benedetto: And General Vit. 
conti was detach’d with 700 Horfe to cover our fick 
and wounded that are in Revero and other Places 
thereabouts. He fent Order likewife ro Lieutenant 
Collonel Gelehorn to keep a ftrict eye on the Ene- 
My, and 600 Grenadiers and Fufjleers were com- 
manded to hold themfelves in readinefs. While 
this was doing we were inform’d'that this Body of 
the Enemy was. commanded by the Old Prince of 
Vaudemont, and.that their number was not near 
fo confiderable as was thought at firft. In the 
Evening Lieutenant Collone! Gelehorn {ene word to 
Prince Eugene that he believ’d the Enemy had. 
made this Detachment only to cover theit Forragers, 
that 3 or 4oo of their Horfe had fall’n upon the 
Dragoons of the Regiment of Savoy under Captain 
Roftag, who finding them too ftrong forhim, drew 
off in good Order, with the lofs of 3 or 4 men. 
Count Coningfeck is arriv’d here Poft from the 
Camp before Landau, from whente he was dif: 

atch’d by the King of the Romans, to ‘acquaint 

rince Eugene with the taking of that Place. On 
the 17th his Highnefs caus’d Te Dewm to be fung for 
this Good News, with a triple Difcharge of all out 
Artillety and Small Shot into the Camp of the Ene- 
mye who anfwered us, and kill’d 2 Lieutenants and 
6Soldiers with their Bombs ; and at night they 
gave 3 Salvoes on their fide from all their Fire-Arms 
and Cannon, with Acclamations of Vive le Roy, 
for the taking of Ulm by the Bavarians; but we 
return’d them fo warm an An{wer, that we kill’d a 
great number of them. General Vifconti came 
back agen with his 700 Horfe; but Collonel Kriek- 
boom is gone on with his Detachment to Mirando- 
la. A Captain of the Regiment of Vaudemonr} 
who had got Intelligence of the Enertiy, fent word to 
Prince Eugene that they were gone 4 foraging into 
the Modeneze with a Guard of 1000 Horfe, befides 
the Foragers, and are comtnanded by Old Prince 
Vaudemont. 

From the Harlem Courant, Dated Odtob. 5. 
Ulm, Sept. 1. Since the furprifing of our City by 

the Bavarians, we have been obliged hitherto to 
furnifh Provifions for 1§000 Men and 7000 Horfes, 
together with 100 Casks of Beer per diem : but aftet 
feveral Remonftrances, we have at length got our 
Charge reduc’d to the providing for 6000 men and 


2000 Horfe; yet if the Imperialifts advance to 


drive the Bavarians out of this Countiy, we muft 
expect to pay heavy Contributions.

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Ghen:, Odtob. r. On the 21th wir. in the Night 
the Durch attempted to pafs over the Canal in 3 
feveral Places between Brugesand this City ; which, 
occafion’d an Alarm, and all our Dragoons andGre- 
nadiers march’d out ; but the Dutch being retired, 
they came back agen within2 Hours. All the Swifs 
and other Troops that were pofted along the Canal 
of Bruges are drawn off to join the Great Army.
